Growing lines at unemployment offices 
are costing states millions of' extra dollars in 
benefits for the jobless and some officials say 
there could be serious trouble if the recession 
lasts much longer. 
An Associated Press survey showed most 
states have enough money in unemployment 
compensation funds to weather anything but 
a lengthy, full-scale depression. But there 
was concern in some areas where the money 
is going out faster than it is coming in. 
"At the current rate of spending, if unem­ 
ployment worsens, we expect we could be in 


trouble by the spring," said Mary Hackett, 
director of Rhode Island's Department of 
Employment Security. 
She said the unemployment compen­ 
sation fund stood at $22.4 million as of Sept. 30 
and added, "We expect to have $14.7 million 
in the fund at the end of the year." 
Unemployment in Rhode Island during 
October, the most recent month for which 
figures are available, was 6.7 per cent, up 1 
per cent from October 1973. 
The Labor Department reported Thur­ 
sday that 2,434,000 persons received unem­ 
ployment benefits for the week ended Nov. 16, 


an increases of almost 10 per cent over the 
previous week and a jump of 70 per cent over 
the same week last year. The department 
said the number of claims increased in every 
state except Nevada and' Kentucky. 
The 
nationwide unemployment rate 
during October was 6 per cent, meaning 5.5 
million Americans were without jobs. The 
November figure will be released Friday and 
some economists have predicted unem­ 
ployment may rise to 8 per cent in coming 
months,

Improvement Made 


At Farmer's Hotel

A curious note in the old Ledger: “ W. R. Shuler, 
Esq., of the Farmer's Hotel has made an impor­ 
tant improvement on his property 
a Latrine. 
This implies that the hotel had no latrine up until 
that time. Can you imagine a hotel filled with 
people running across High Street each evening to 
beg the use of facilities at the M erchant's Hotel0

We must not omit 
to mention that Mr. Lessig has served in the office 
of Assessor in our borough for 36 years — having 
always been elected without seeking the office, 
and generally without opposition, and that he also 
held the office of town clerk for the period of 22 
years." 
Looking over some of these assessment lists for 
the years 1875 and 1876 is interesting. While these 
rows of figures for the most part make dry 
reading, but not always. We find a fascinating 
growth represented here of Pottstown during 
these past 96 years. 
"From figuring up our borough's assessments it 
appears that the tax valuation of real estate 
(improved and unimproved lands) is SI,281.745; 
the valuation of household furniture, over $300. is 
S4.680; the number of horses and mules returned 
for taxation is 148; the valuation set upon these 
horses and mules is $10,600 ( equaling perhaps 4 of 
today's automobiles); the number of cattle is 33. 
and their value is estimated at $1.020; the value of 
bonds, notes, mortgages, judgements etc. given by 
corporations, is $17.725: the number of carriages 
is 60. and their value is estimated at $3.990. 
"The total value of all property or things taxable 
for county purposes, in town, is shown to be 
$1.467.635. The number of stages, omnibuses. &c. 
for hire is 37. and their value is $2,550; the number 
of watches of all kinds returned for taxation is 72. 
The resident taxable population of the borough is 
1.259." 
When all the calculating had been done, it was 
discovered that the increase of taxation for Pott­ 
stown during the current year had jumped exactly 
$17.586. and the number of taxable persons had 
increased by 137.

As a youngster Wilbert 
Amster took ail his toys 
apart and put them together 
again. By the age of 12 he 
had advanced to repairing 
clocks. 
Now. at age 78. Amster is 
retiring from the watch and 
clock business he kept going 
for 66 years, and a store of 
old clocks he has in his attic 
will become his toys. 
Amster. who lives at 346 
Broad St.. Spring City, 
worked at a long succession 
of jobs during his career, but 
he always kept watch and 
dock repair as a sideline. 
“ E x p erie n ce was my 
teacher," Amster said. He 
never attended watch repair 
school but learned the trade 
by watching a friend s father 
at work as a jeweler. 


Amster often went with 
Edgar Ritchie to Ritchie s 
jewelry store in Royersford 
to watch the jeweler at his 
job. 
SAME METHOD 
The boys saw Ritchie 
cleaning watches with a 
m ixture of alcohol and 
.sawdust, and later on. when 
.Amster cleaned watches, he 
used the same method. 
"At that time a small wat­ 
ch was the size of a quar­ 
ter he meca, lied. * ‘ Now wat­ 
ches are smaller and harder 
to work on without special 
training." 
The first clock Amster 
repaired is in his home today 
and still is running. 
At first he confined his 
repair work to clocks owned 
by his parents and friends. 


but 
word of his talents 
spread and Amster said he 
has never had a lack of 
business... 
With the exception of the 
time he notified the public of 
a move from one office to 
another, he never had to 
a d v e rtis e to brin g in 
business, 
"I always had plenty of 
work by word of mouth." he 
said.

He worked at Diamond 
Glass Co.. the former Wright 
Roller Bearing Co.. and

1918. 
After graduation from the 
school Amster worked for 
Royersford Trust Co. four 
years and was in charge of 
checking accounts. He then 
went to Schuylkill Valley 
Mills, where he was a knitter 
18 years. 
Illness caused him to 
retire from the mills in 1940. 
and he worked four years for 
Stone Steel Restorers in Pot­ 
tstown before devoting him­ 
self full time to his watch 
and clock repair work. 
The oldest watch Amster 
repaired was a chain-driven 
watch dated 1760 and made 
in London. 
"Watches are getting bet­ 
ter all the time." he said. "In 
a few years most people will 
be wearing electric watches. 
Amster. 
however, still 
wears a watch that mast be 
wound by hand. 


Keeping up with new 
technology in watchmaking 
is important, he said, and he 
acknowledged that working 
on many of today's watches 
isa very delicate job. 
As for clocks. Amster said 
there is a movement to 
restore old clocks, 
"The new generation is 
getting clocks out of the 
garret to repair and use 
today." he noted. 
But the "new generation"

homes, office buildings or faetones. 
Joseph Giansante. president of Pott­ 
stown Refrigeration and Ventilating Co., 
Washington Street and Jefferson Avenue, 
said the new product is the Apsee Air 
Charger developed by Apsee Inc., San 
Diego. Calif. 
The air charger was introduced on the 
California market 10 years ago, according 
to Giansante. and his new company, Air 
Purification Systems Inc.. is the exclusive 
distributor for the Delaware Valley 
region. 
“What the air charger does is neutralize 


floating air pollution, particles. Dirt, and 
dust particles are positively charged and 
the machine emits negative air charges 
which change the polarity of the dust 
molecules, making them settle to the 
ground," Giansante said.

Trudeau Refuses to Change 
United States Oil Policy 


WASHINGTON <APi - 
Canadian Prim e Minister 
Pierre Trudeau said Thur­ 
sday he told President Ford 
he will not change his policy 
for cutting back oil exports 
to the United States; 
Before 
returning 
to 
Canada, the prime1 minister 
was told by Sen Walter F 
Móndale, D-Minn that the 
decision could lead to an 
“ugly relationship between 
the two countries. 
Trudeau himself told a 
news conference Thursday 
he had no choice but to stay 
with a phase-out program 
that means an end to oil 
exports across the border bv 
1982. 
Currently 
the 
United 
States buys 900.000 barrels of 
Canadian oil a day. Trudeau 
has ordered that cut to 
650.000 barrels a day by next 
July with a follow-up cut­ 
back until the program ends 
entirely. 
Trudeau met with Ford 
twice Wednesday and told 
the President the phase-out 
was necessary Otherwise, 
he said in his news conferen­ 
ce. "We won't have enough 
for ourselves in the next 
seven or eight years. 
Faced with similar cir­ 
cumstances 
the 
United 
States would do the same. 
Trudeau said 
The exchange with Món­ 
dale came during a break­ 
fast in which the Minnesota 
senator also complained 
about 
the 
cost of the 
Canadian oil. 
He said because of a 
$5.20-per-ba r re 1 surcharge, 
the United States now pays 
up to $1.50 a barrel more for 


Canadian 
oil 
than 
for 
petroleum imported from 
the Middle East. 
Neither 
Móndale s nor 
Ford's arguments made any 
headway. "He took a very 
hard line. Móndale said of

State Governments Combating Pinch by Cutting Back on Frills 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Like the family skipping a 
night out at the movies or 
wearing last year's clothes, 
state governments are com­ 
batting the economic pinch 
by making do and cutting 
back on frills. 
The first frill to go in a 
number of states will be the 
lavish inaugural balls with 
which 
governors 
have 
traditionally 
waltzed into 
office. Other states are wat­ 
ching light bills, limiting 
travel and. in one case, drop­ 
ping governor's limousines 
for public trolleys 
Some governors who will 
take office early next month 
are taking an economy step 
few families cosld afford: 
turning down pay raises, 


"I want to trim the budget 
wherever I can and it will 
make it easier for others to 
take if I set the example," 
Gov.-elect David Boren of 
Oklahoma said in announ­ 
cing he'd turn down a $7,500 
raise that would have put the 
governor's annual salary at 
$35,000. 
Among other newly elec­ 
ted governors taking pay 
cuts is Ella Grasso. who is 
turning down a $7,500 raise 
to the $35,000 yearly salary 
in Connecticut. In New York; 
Gov.-elect Hugh Carey has 
asked that the $80,000 gover­ 
nor's salary be shaved 10 per 
cent and that appointees 
"who can afford it" take 
similar cuts.

paint brush — and it's the 
secret of smooth glueing. 
(Tip: blot glue lightly with a 
paper towel before applying 
the fabric.) 
Your design is composed 
of separate pieces of fabric 
or paper. To get them jast 
right, draw each element on 
paper first 
(graph paper 
makes it easy to work out 
sizes and shapes). Then, 
using carbon paper, transfer 
each pattern to the back of 
the appropriate piece of 
fabric or paper Then cut 
out. brush on glue, and press 
into place on the box. 


If you're

hint: back it with tissue 
paper

When dry, this will make it 
easier to transfer your pet- 
tern. and to cut evenly.

Climbing Unemployment 
Rate Shrinking Fund

are not eligible for benefits — they have not 
worked before, they obtain new positions 
quickly or they left their jobs voluntarily. 
Unemployment benefits generally are 
financed through a tax on employers which 
fluctuates 
in 
some areas according to 
economic conditions. 
An individual who qualifies for unem­ 
ployment can draw benef its for up to 26 weeks 
from the state fund with additional money 
available for 13 weeks if the jobless rate goes 
above a certain per cent or the states meet 
certain other conditions. The extra funds 
come half from the federal government and 


half from the states. A proposal pending in 
Congress would extend federal benefits. 
Payments, which are figured on the basis 
of 
previous earnings, generally average 
about $50 a week, with a maximum of $95. 
Many of the thousands of laid off auto 
workers, however, are getting up to 95 per 
cent of their normal salary under a special 
contract provision that provides private 
benefits in addition to public funds. 
One of the most serious problems appeared 
to be in Connecticut where 57,562 persons 
collected unemployment compensation in the 
two weeks ended Nov. 16, an increase of 60 per 
cent over the 36,142 persons receiving benefits 
in the same period last year. 
The average unemployment payment is 
$70 a week with a maximum of $156 weekly.
